The subject Temp- 
erance should be considered first, because it is a moral subject and 
when morality is lost all we have that is good and best is gone. 

All Christians should stand for and support temperance socie- 
ties.

To the bishop and members of the We&t Florida Annual Con- 
ference now assembled, Greetings: 
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I, your committee appointed to prepare report on the subject, 
The State of the Sunday Echool, beg leave to submit this as my 
report: 

This is a broad subject, moreover it is extremely important 
since it is dealing with the major part of our young church. We 
cannot say that the Sunday school has made all of the improvements 
necessary up to the present time, yet we find here and there some 
marked improvements over the past years. The Sunday school, like 
other organizations of the church, is two-sided. First, there is a 
spiritual side, which is also first in importance and without which 
no Sundnay school can hope to long survive. The Sunday school is 
the place where people are taught to both know and perform God’s 
will, therebyy being led into that fuller knowledge of God’s will, 
which makes them Christ-like or Christians. Next is the material 
side, that which seeks for knowledge, trains for service and organ- 
izes for greater material strength. 

Now as to the progress of the spiritual status of the Sunday 
school, which does not seem to keep pace with the material, however, 
1 do not mean to say that the Shnday school is altogether void of 
the spirit, but when we consider the many efforts which are being 
put forth we can but say that the Sunday school will soon be ush- 
ered into anew era which will operate for the good of the Sunday 
school, both materially and spirit jally.

The W.P.A. has made it possible for all adults 
who will, to attend school and learn to read and write. The fight that 
is being carried on by the N.A.A.C.P. for equal salaries for Negro 
teachers as that of white teachers is being registered in the conscious- 
ness of the South. The Maryland case is a great victory and sets a 
precedence for other southern states. 

Politics 

The two contending parties cf our Government are the Republi- 
cans and the Democrats. The Farm Labor, Independent and Socialists 
parties can never hope to become leading elements in the politics of 
this country. 

Communism seeks to undermine the very foundation of Ameri- 
can government and should have no place among us as American Ne- 
groes. As a race group we share too little in politics. Every man 
and woman has a vote if he or she will qualify to use it, and that is, 
simply to register in your precinct or county. 

The November general election was a shock to the whole country 
and gives signs of a Republican comeback. In the north and north- 
west the Negroes played an important part, especially in Philadelphia 
and have proven to be a balance of power 

It would be equally tru Q in the South if we would only prepare 
ourselves for the ballot. Bishop Grant, as a Christian leader, does 
not overlook this important matter. 


Marriage and Divorce 

Marriage is a sacrament, and “it should not be entered upon or 
taken in hand unadvisedly, but reverently, discreetly, and in the tear 
of God.” Marriage in 1935, reached its highest total m the bistory of 
our country, which was one million three hundred and twen y- 
thousand. Divorces fell off a little during the depression but last 
year reached a new heighth of about two hundred and eightee i 
sand. As a church, we do not believe in divorce and if obtained, 
should be granted under only one condition, as set forth in the tJiDie, 
and that is in the case of Adultery. See page one hundred and seventy- 

seven in our Book of Discipline. 

Birth Conftrol . 

The church should speak out in no uncertain tone against this 
diabolical evil. The philosophy of birth control is suicide to the na 
tion.

Unemployment 

The fluctuation of W.P.A. part-time employment has caused a 
great decline in regular employment. From May, 1937 to September, 
1938, the fall off is as follows: Rubber industry 27 percent; textile 
industry 19 percent; leather industry, 11 percent; and in food indus- 
try, 26 percent. Two hundred and twenty-eight thousand workers 
were cut off from railroad employment. These vast numbers added 
to the unemployment list and those on relief are destructive to the 
economic conditions in our country. 

Criminality 

The increased crime wave in our country is alarming. There seems 
to be no end to southern lynching and mob villians. The anti-lynch 
bill was defeated in the last Congress by Southern fillibusters who 
do not believe it is a crime to lynch Negroes. 

The double system of justice in law will always work destruction 
and breed criminals. Sin and crime know no color nor class and the 
higher ups will not be safe until the lowest down is protected. A 
criminal is net made in a day, but his record can be traced from 
childhood. The sacredness of the home and the Sabbath keeping is 
lost, and the fear of God does not register in the consciousness of 
youth nor in the concept of the nation. 

Labor Problems 

The questicn of labor is in politics and government and cannot 
be settled by either. Capital and labor cannot find- their equilibrum, 
hence strikes are called among all classes of laborers, even among 
the blind. Three million and twenty-one thousand people were em- 
ployed on projects by the F.R.A. in June 1938, besides the two million 
seven hundred and sixty-seven thousand by W.P.A. and thousands of 
others. Those jobs are simply temporary and many people who are 
m need are cut off from their jobs because of the lack of funds to 
be allocated to the various projects. 

The Mississippi whites object to Negro officials in the farm 
settlement administration and objected to the appointment of a Ne- 
gro as an assistant in the F.S.A. setup. Senator Pat Harris wired 
the Little Rock branch office of the F.S.A. to ask that the Negro as- 
sistant be moved and warned that the success of the project may be 
jeopardized if the government maintained Negro assistants. *The 
wage labor and hour bill is conflicting and confusing and in places 
where it has been put into effect many Negroes have been replaced

terna/Hmi ^ a ^ ue conference held in Holland in 1899 was the first in- 
b f Nations, there are still wars and rumors of wars. The 
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stronger nations stood by and grinned while Mussolini raped Ethio- 
pia. France and England gave Hitler a big slice of Czechoslavakia as 
a condition of peace, which simply enlarged his greed for territory 
and power. He now defies the world peace and disregards all human 
rights.

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a higher school of learning for Negro boys and girls was August 10, 
1855 when Wilberforce University was established by the Methodist 
Episcopal, the African Methodist Episcopal and the Baptist churches. 
In 1863, the other two societies sold out their interest to the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal Church for the sum of ten thousand dol- 
lars, on the mere word of Bishop Daniel A. Payne. Out of this effort 
has come the larger growth of education of the black man in Ameri- 
ca, for Payne proceeded in the building of Wilberforce with the in- 
spired thought that this would be but the beginning of larger things 
for the Negro educationally. 

We are pleased to say that the Negro denominations, many of 
them with only makeshift houses of worship addressed themselves 
to this task of helping to meet the great demand of schools for their 
children. Pathetically poor, the sacrifices and privations to which 
these black folk subjected themselves to provide the schools for 
their ignorant offspring present us with one of the most touching 
pictures in the history of modern education. Your committee is happy 
to say that the grand old A.M.E. Church is committed to a system of 
education with a basic underlying principle of human brotherhood, 
broad understanding, insistent, yet meek and humble, if we are true 
to the teachings of our fathers, we will rally around Edward Waters 
the intellectual center of African Methodism in Fla. which is doing 
a great and noble work. Too much praise cannot be given our Bish- 
op R. A. Grant for his untiring efforts, by which he is wiping out 
the bonded indebtedness of this great educational center, and tor 
his further commendable efforts in electing such an able and scholai - 
ly administrator, President C. S. Long, Jr., with a faculty woit y 
of our highest commendation. These are giving to our children, tha > 
general education, which will embody in them those principles, which 
will make our leaders of tomorrow in church and state.
